MUNITIONS CRISIS. 


SITUATION EASIER IN 
IRELAND. 


There were no new developments yesterday 
with regard to the railway crisis so far a6 it 
affecta tliree of the four principal Irish railway 
companies having termini in Dublin, -On 
inquiry at the Strike Committee Rooms in 
Oriel stret, our reporter was informed that 
there had been no rew development in con- 
nection with the hold-up of munitions for the 
military at the North Wall. A detachment 
of about 100 soldiers arrived by the express 
boat from Holvhead, and were met by military 
lorries? in which their baggage wes removed. 
The men m from the North Wall to bar- 
racks in the city, their progress not being at- 
tendéd by any untoward incident. 

On inquiry at the Kingsbridge term‘ous it 
was ascertained that all the main line trains 
from Dublin on the Great Southern and 
Western system were running without interrup- 
tion. No parties of armed police or soldiers ap- 
peared on the platforms, and there was conse- 
anently no refusal by drivers or guards to 
carry out their duties. 

On the Great Northern Railway system, 
which heretofore has been the least seriously 
affected of all the Irish railways, it waa stated 
last evening that there was no interruption of 
traffic, and that all trains were travelling up to 
sched time. On the Midland Great Western 
system no fresh development¢ were reported, 
and the travelling public were being put to little 
or no inconvenience. 

On inquiry at the offices of the N.U.R. and 
the Strike Committee, it was ascertained that 
about 150 men had been dismissed up to the 
present, on the four principal Irish railway lines. 
Of these about a dozen were, employés of the 
Great Northern Railway Company. The repre- 
eentatives of the etrikers expressed their de- 
termination to hold out for .a lengthened 
period.

PROSPECTS 


Reuter'a Rome Correspondent on Friday tele- 
graphed :—Agricultural statistics issued to-day 
by “the International Institute of Agriculture 
show that on April 1st, 1920, there were still 
105,000,000 quintals of wheat and rye available 
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fran the expo countries—viz., 60,000,000 
from North America, 32,000,000 from South | 
America. and 13,000,000 from Australia. .The | 
requir ements of importing countries between | 
April and the respective harvests are 81,000,000 
quintals. Consequently a surplus will be avail- | 
able in the coming season, whica, according to 
the figures cg; | will be 24,000,000 quintals. 
The Institute forecaste that the generally 
favourable summer indicates a good European | 
harvest. Should this forecast be true, the re- | 
quirements of countries importing on a large 
seale will be less than last year. 
porting countries, the Rumanian supply@s most 
doubtful owing to the reduced area sown. As 
regards Russia no information is available. 
British India had a larger crop than last year, 
so that it is probable that exports will re- 
commence next season.

BREAD ‘SUPPLIES IN DUBLIN. 


The vast majority of retail houses in the 
city on Thursday refused to accept supplies of 
bread when the bakers’ vans called at their 
establishments. This action was taken as á re- 
sult of the demand of the Dublin Family 
Grocers; and Purveyors’ Association being re- 
fused a higher discount on sales by the Master 
Bakers’ Association. -The members. of the 
former body have absolutely declined to take 
bread from vans, an@ any supplies accepted 
fromhis source werg only purchased by house- 
holders» In cerjajr“parts of the city there was 
much inconveni@pce cansed by the strike of the 
retailers, this particularly applying to the more 
congested and rer districts. 

It was stated of behalf of the Master Bakers 
by Mr. John P. cAvim, Secretary, that since 
the recent advances in wages—arranged for in 
the past two months—amounting to over $d. in 
the 4Ibs., the trade has been, and ós, working 
at, a loss. The purveyors now ask an addition 
to the expenses equal to about 7s. a sack. This 
would leave such a deficiency as would require 
id. on the 2lbs. loaf (i.¢., 74d. price); to avoid 
Joss and to give the baker a profit the increase 
should be ld. or more on the 2tb. loaf. 

Mr. William Richardson, Secretary of the 
Purveyors’ Association, stated that the  dis- 
count allowed in pre-war times was 10 per cent, 
on plain bread, and 5 per cent. on fancy bread, 
Lately,, he added, they had only been paid a 
five per cent. discéunt all round. 

Mr.. P. J. Whelan, Chairman of the Pur- 
veyors’ Association, stated that their demand 
was for a discount-of 10 per cent. on all classes 
of bread. There was, as a result of the strike, 
a considerable increase in the direct, sales “at 
the various bakeries. The proprietors of t 
latter concerns consider that the action of the 
retailers has so far caused little inconvenience.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
JULY.

(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT } 

Pianets this month are almost at vanishing 
point so far as observation ig concerned. Mer- 
cury was at his greatest Eastern elongation on 
June 29th, and is an evening star til] July 27th. 
But, as he sets at 9.37 p.m. on the Ist, he is 
hardly likely to be a naked-eye object in the 
bright midsummer twilight. The three planets, 
Mercury, Jupiter, and Seturn, afe all near the. 

N.W. horizon after sunset in the beginning of 
July, and ect consecutively—Mercury at 9.37, 
Jupiter dt 10.14, and Saturh at 10,48. Jupiter, 
owing io his brightness, may be picked up by 
the naked eye about 9 p.m., and using him as a 
guide it may be possible to locate Mercury with 
e pair of ficld-glasses (not prismatics, however, 
as these are useless for faint objects ewing to 
the loss of light in the prisms). 

Venue is in superior conjunction on the 5rd, 
and unobserveble. She wil a con- 
spicuous object in the évening sky till near mid- 
wiúter. Mare sets before midnight after the 
first few days of the month. moon ig the

On July let, at midnight, Lyte, 
with the bright etar, Vega, is almost exactly on 
the meridian. A number of rather bright stars 
low down, about the south point of the horizon. 
belong te Sagittarius. To Lhe right (West) of 
the obserber facing South are Ophiuchus, 
Serpens, and THereules, and about the same dis- | 
tance East Altair and Cygnus. Arcturus is 
nearly due West. Scorpeus, with the red «tar 
Antares, is low in the South-West, while below 
the “ole, néarly North, is Capella. The half- 
Aosen first magnitude stars in sight, viz., Vega, 
Altair, Deneb, Antares, Atcturus, and Capella, 
are the only objects readily visible in the sum- 
mer twilight at this hour. lea heving just 
set, and Mara if not actually below the horizon 
(he sets at five minutes after midnight on the 
let), is eo close to it as io be doubtfully visible 
in our cloudy atmosphere.
